In 'diately after tentative le^iHla- 

lion had been made public general de- 
bate waa begun In the Senate or the 
controtreray, flsaator Cuaualna, open- 
lag the dlaanaaioB. The Iowa Sena- 
tora asserted that compulsory arbi- 
tration was Impracticable and uncon- 
stitutional; that any atiempi to tlx 
maximum wages by law, although 
within the power of Congress, war 
deemed a failure, and that legialation 
to prevent atrlkaa by lOroe of law 
would neaa a praetleal prohibition of 
labor unions.
